BEGIN SUMMARY: ACTING VICE FONMIN HAS INDICATED TO US THAT 
PROSPECTIVE JOURNALIST EXCHANGE IS LESS FAR ADVANCED THAN WE 
HAD UNDERSTOOD FROM PRIME MINISTER BUT DISCLOSED ALSO THAT 
EXCHANGES LOOKING TOWARD DEVELOPMENT OF ROK- USSR TRADE ARE 
CONTINUING ON AN ACTIVE BASIS. END SUMMARY. 

1. ON MARCH 26 WE DISCUSSED PROSPECTIVE ROK- USSR JOURNALIST 
EXCHANGE ( REFTEL) WITH ACTING VICE FONMIN CHANG SANG MUN. 

CHANG SAID THAT THE POSSIBILITY OF AN EARLY JOURNALIST EXCHANGE 
SPRANG UNEXPECTEDLY OUT OF CONVERSATIONS ROK EMBASSY OFFICER 
IN STOCKHOLM IS HAVING ON REGULAR BAIS WITH SOVIET EMBASSY 
COUNSELOR. MAINLY IN RECENT PERIOD ON TRADE. ABOUT TWO WEEKS AGO, 
ACCORDING TO CHANG, ROK OFFICER, IN RESPONSE TO USSR SUGGESTION. 
DELIVERED LETTER ADDRESSED TO USSR TRADE AGENCY FROM KOTRA 
OFFICIAL IN SEOUL PROPOSING ROK- USSR TRADE. SOVIET REPLY WHEN 
TRADE LETTER WAS DELIVERED WAS THAT TRADE WOULD TAKE QUITE A 
WHILE TO DEVELOP BUT IN MEANTIME WHY NOT HAVE EXCHANGE OF 
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JOURNALISTS. ALTHOUGH IMPRESSION HERE IS THAT THE SUGGESTION 
MAY HAVE BEEN MADE CASUALLY, THE ROKG IS FOLLOWING UP CAREFULLY. 
AT END OF LAST WEEK, MOFA INSTRUCTED ROK OFFICER IN STOCKHOLM 
TO SOUND OUT SOVIET CONTACT ON IDEA OF INAN POLISH
